our Garrifon. In the Morning, after the firft Sermon, 
held Chapter of the Order of Pruffia, 
the Chappel of the Palace; and declar'd thar 10 
fill up the feveral Places that were vacant, he thou 
fit to create 4 new. Knights of the Order g viz: 
Printz, one of the Priyy Councellors to his Majefty ; 
the Baron of Sonsfeld, Lieutenant General of his 
Horfe ; Matthal Biberftein, King of Arms, and of 
the Bedchambet to his Majefty ; and Mr. erke, 
Great Mafter of the Wardrobe, and of the Bed- 
chamber likewife : Then, thofe 4 Knights, who were 
prefent, were invefted with the Ribband and Crofg 
of the Order ; and the Stars of the Order were like- 
wife few'd on upon their Cloaths.
